Naval and air forces threw a blockade around Cape Bon 
peninsula and .sank many small ships carrying Axis soldiers 
desperately attem pting to escape the Tunisian inferno today. 
The American Second corps obtained unconditional sur­ 
render of all enemy units in its territory southeast of Bizerte. 
German resistance stiffened in front of British armor 
'sm ashing against the entrance to Cape Bon peninsula. 
“ Worse Than Desperate" 
The position of Axis troops still fighting in Tunisia was 
described officially as “worse than desperate" and it is certain 
that no important number of German and Italian soldiers will 
escape from Africa. 
Details of the German surrender to the Americans iii tin* 
north were disclosed at headquarters as follows: 
At l l a. rn. yesterday Major General Krause, commanding 
artillery of the Africa corps, sent an emissary to Maj. Gen. 
—* 4 Hit ar N. Bradley and requested an armistice 
o the sur­ 
render might be negotiated. 
I ((conditional Surrender 
General Bradley s terms were as tallows; 
1. Unconditional surrender. 
2. Prompt acceptance. 
The American officer further demanded that 
all de­ 
struction of German equipment cease immediately. 
Krause 
accepted. 
The wholesale surrender of the enemy battalions then 
began and by early afternoon ail the northern legion where 
th** enemy had been cut off by the wedge the British First 
arm y drove through to Tunis was cleaned up. 
The hulk of tin* German armor was there and the total 
of prisoners was over 25,000. in addition to another 25,000 
taken by the British.

m iraculously were n o t "enorm ous.” 
Inform ation in L ondon w as that 
th e free prisoners totalled about 700 
but there was no indication of tin* 
percentage of Am ericans. 
T he W ar departm ent, releasing a 
rep o rt from N orth A frica attesting 
to th e "g reat destructiveness and 
deadly accuracy” oi Allied bombing, 
quoted a B ritish lie u te n an t's story 
of th e attack on th e prison ship 
which had left T u n is h arb o r for 
Italy With a destroyer escort. 
D estroyer Sunk 
T h e destroyer, however, was sunk 
by Kitty bombers, an d th e crew re­ 
fused to m ake the ru n to Sicily 
“T he G erm ans said th a t th e jo u r­ 
ney was sim ply impossible w ithout 
a destroyer escort,'' th e departm ent s 
release quoted the unnam ed B rit­ 


ish officer. 
"As the destroyer had 
been sunk they put back into La 
G oulette 
T h en we w ent through 
three days and nights of hell. 
We 
w ere bombed and strafed more th an 
h alf a dozen tim es by our own a ir­ 
c raft. 
T he pilots had no way of 
know ing that, th ere were British and 
A m e r i c a n 
prisoners on 
board, 
though later we did t i n to put some 
identification signs on the deck but 
they did not se** them . 
Bombs tell 
all around 
us and dam aged the 
s h i p s plates. 
One bomb lur

side and left us with a list.

was one direct hit but fortunately 
w ith only a sm all bomb and only 
superficial dam age resulted 
It was 
a m iracle th a t the ship was not 
sunk. 
S he w'ould had she not run 
aground. 
Had No Water 
"T he Italian s left after the first 
bom bing attac k but the G erm ans 
stuck it out at th eir guns alm ost 
to th e end. T hen they w ent ashore
